I>rt ailed Account of tut Attack 011 Fort 
■ A Vtporon* Ilattle— 1 lie Indlaua 
tti.h Great Loss. 



[From the St. Joe-pb Herald, t 
On the 28lL of July, l.vio. Fort Rice was 
ttmtmmwi by some six hundred IihIihiik. 
v 1j<i. :t tie r h vigorous battle of several hours 
duration, were t-nmpelled to retreat. The 
I Lilian*, displayed on this nceas.on gn at 
bravery and a <ieteruiinHti<>!i they have sel- 
dom shown. Their action was simultane- 
ous at all points and was planned and ma- 
neuvered with sine greatest cunning atid 
s «n«citv. The fort which they attacked is 
situaied in tue heart of their country with 
its e. i id bastions and revolving guns has 
proved a great eye-sore to the savages. This 
was clearly manifest in their conference 
with Gen. SuHv on the lGth of July. The 
details of ihe engagement we have learned 
Irom an eye w itness. 

At seveu o'clock a. m., the garrison rush- 
< • i i aims, ii.r iln- J ii i im r if* ipj>eared on ev- 
ery side. Towards the north the first man 
who noticed the-ir approach was Mr. Lewis, 
a'. Maj. Gregory's sutler store. He stood at 
the corner of the log house, and looking up 
the bottom saw a friendly Indian flying 
with i iie greatest celerity towards him pur- 
sued by seven savsges on horseback. The 
one- ahead was only a hundred yards dis- 
tant. He was nearly naked and painted 
■with ochre. He wore a head-dress of feath- 
ers and plumes that fall half way over his 
back. The chased Indiaushid behind some 
logs near the deserted camp of the friendly 
Indians, and two horses lielongiug to Mr. 
Hubbell, Indian trader, tied near by drew 
the attention of the invaders, By this time 
the garrison poured out skirmishers, and 
the enetuy taking the horses decamiHHl. 

Captain Sewall, with his company A, of 
the 4th 1'. S. volunteer mounted infantry, 
was ordered by Colonel Patee in pursuit of 
the red thieves. When about two miles 
from the fort, he encountered a body of In- 
dians numbering about one thousand. He 
immediately dismounted his command, 
and having deployed them as skirmishers, 
advanced, driving the enemy before him 
for about a mile toward the foot of a high 
bluff. Here tue Indiana made a determined 
Htand, with the evident object of covering 
the movement of a party who were driving 
away a number of cattle, and succeeded by 
rapid movements on both flanks, in nearly 
surrounding Captain Sew all's party. Three 
successive charges were made by the In- 
dians, and as often repulsed, in the last of 
which two Indians were killed. A small 
party of infantry, under command of S. P. 
Morgan, Co. D.lst U. S. voluntoei infantry, 
at this juncture made their appearance, and 
theenemv retired precipitately. Deeming 
it useless lo pursue. Captain Sewall retired 
toward the fort. SuL>8><juently lading joined 
by Captain Michie, Co. H, 1st U. S. volun- 
teer infantry, the whole command return- 
ed and recaptured the cattle which bad 
been driven off, and brought them safely to 
the post. 

Kvery officer and every soldier of Fort 
Rice, oil that eventful day, was on the alert 
for scalps, and anxious to inflict as much 
injury ou the ied-skins as possible. Colonel 
Patee was flying around in every direction, 
sii|>eriiiten<*ing movements. Lieuteuaut 
Archibald was carrying orders to everv 
part of the field with the celerity of the 
wind. The guns in the parade ground were 
run out at the different gates, and hurled 
shots upon the groups of Indian pickets on 
the hills. The bastion guns, under charge 
of Corporals Curtis and Hardy, lielched 
terror to the natives like iron-clad rams on 
the ocean. 

< 'aptaiu Adams had command of the fort, 
Slid was engaged under Col. Patees order 
in sending ammunition to every part of the 
field. r-M> ne ol the 6th Iowa cavalry were 
sei.t out with the nose-sacks of their horses 
lull of cartridges, and Captain Noyes went 
ba< k and forwards from the scene of strife 
to the fort to see the ammunition sa'ely de- 
livered, and all supplied that needed it. 
Captain Adams kept oscillating between s 
gun run out beyond the cemetery and the 
fort, anxious to be in the theatre of excite- 
ment, and only kept away from the field by 
the just idea that his duty forbade that the 
fort shou d be left wi'.bout a single officer, 
Reven Captain Fay, hobbling about, had 
bis Henry rifle stouldered ready to kill au 
Indian. Lieut. Champney, Lieut, Eaton. 
Lieut. Itraun, Lieut. Thompson, all named 
tvnd unnamed, tried to the beat of their 
ability to act tbeir part well, and a little 
past noon every Indian had vanished from 
sight, aud Fort Rice had added a day of 
g.orv t' • its calendar thnt will give it a name 
and fame in the annals of Indian warfare. 

Our loss was two soldiers killed sud one 
wounded. The Indians' loss was he^vy — 
the exact number lost being difficult to as- 
certain, as t hey bear their dead and wound- 
«d from the field upon retiring: from it.

Kichard Grant Uhlte. 

The publication of Kichard Grant White's 
"Life of Shakspeare," so full of the ripe re- 
sults of careful thought and extensive re- 
search, presents a good opportunity for 
stating some facts relating lo his services 
to the national cause during the war. A 
'.'uncord farmer, when the report came that 
England was oi. the point of recognizing 
•he Confederacy, said to a friend that if 
England "was going to come out ou the 
side of those fellows, all I can say is, that 
Ix*rd Lyons is i»erfectly welcome to my 
copy of Shakspeare." Mr. White kept his 
Shakspeare, but went resolutely to work to 
disabuse the English public of the errors 
by which its judgment was misled. No 
English journal baa shown more ability, 
knowledge, and earnestness in the defense 
of the American cause than the London 
-la!. and none has had a more intelli- 
gent, judicious, and trustworthy American 
iMIIIOmfinnfiiint The New York letters over 
ha signature of "A Yankee," which ap- 
peared weekly in that paper, WON written 
"\ Mr. White, aud were not only admira- 
ble in statement, argument, and" tone, but 
m-m- skilfully adapted to the minds they 
were intended to inform and influence. 
That they did have great effect on English 
opinion we know from indisputable evi- 
dence. We have seen a private letter from 
au Englishman, whose business it was to 
a at' h the changes and tluctuations of the 
public mind, iu which the effect produced 
by this correspondence* is very pointedly 
declared. 

Alluding lo the petted when " the Union 
.-.iu.se was very lillie understood" in Great 
hVltabm, the writer says: "In those days 
i lie letters ot 'A Yankee,' Rd I know, had 
.'real influence upon public opinion, aud 
•iid very much toward strengthening the 
nands of the Government in its determina- 
tion lo resist the overtures of the French 
Kmperor to recognize the Southern Con- 
! - ieracy. Apjaiaring where they did, and 
L r manifestly the views of a moderate 
man, 1 do not know of any writings on 
American allaira which had more infiu- 
Mtice; and it is not too much to say that 
they helped the Northern cause as much as 
an army could have done." 

In another London journal, "The Read- 
er," with which Herliert Spencer is cou- 
■j pttd. while it leads all the English week- 
lies in matters relating to science, is hardly 
se<: udtoany iu respect to the excellence 
and vigor of its literary criticism— Mr. 
White wrote the series of letters signed "A 
New Yorker." These appeared at a time 
when many Euglish newspapers of influ- 
ence were* echoing the libels on Northern 
morals and maimers started bv such rene- 
gui.s as Hr. Nichols auu "Manhattan;'' 
aud that they did something to change the 
tone of feeling toward us ou social matters 
is proved Ly the fact that the misrepre- 
sentations aud falsehoods they exposed 
soon ceased to appear in decent journals as 
foundations for assaults on American so- 
ciety. 

It is abnost needless to add that Mr. 
White, like almost every other American 
mau of letters, baa been indefatigable in 
working for the national cause at home. 
As secretary of the Executive Committee 
of the Metropolitan Sanitary Fair in New 
York, and as chairman of two of its sub- 
committees, he performed for live months 
an amount of hard aud worrying labor, 
compared with which even Shakspearian 
research is pastime. Of his political wri- 
tings, the most celebrated was "The New 
Gospel of Peace," which did Copperhead- 
ism more harm than even its own folly and 
malignity could do, and of which 100,000 

pii s -a, re circulated. Thousands of the 
"President's opposition," unaffected by 
lact, argument and appeal, were overpow- 
ered by tins most searching and humorous 
of tKilitical satires. 

We trust that the readers of Mr. White's 
"Life of Shakspeare" will, after this enu- 
m ration of public services, agree with us, 
thst while he has been sufficiently absorbed 
in Euglish life of the early part of the sev- 
enteenth century to wrile one of Ihe most 
animated, instructive and charming of 
critical biographies, he has not purchased 
ms knowledge of the past he so felicitously 
blustrates by any sacrifice of his patriotic 
duties to the present. — Boston Transcript.

The Saratoga correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post has the following iu re- 
gard lo one of the "institutions" at that 
fashionable summer resort : 

It is well known that Saratoga is a favo- 
rite haunt of gamblers, and that this season 
I hey hive thrown off all attempt at con- 
cealment. John Morrissey, the ex-prize- 
lighter, the present millionaire, and the 
leading citizen of Saratoga, keeps the most 
elega/it gambling hell in the place. Mor- 
rissey takes au interest in the pecuniary 
welfaieot this town, has subscribed libe- 
rally to the county bonds, and will proba- 
bly, ere long, be Mayor of Saratoga, and 
perhaps by-aud-by represent the district in 
Congress. 

His "house'' is quite near the railway 
station in Matilda street, the first turning 
to the left from the street which leads from 
:he depot up to Broadway. The house is 
the first one on the right hand — a large 
double three-story brick building, with a 
high stoop, with parlors on each side of the 
I «>r, and an extension room extending 
oack across the entire width of the edifice, 
fhe parlor ; ,t the left is the public room, 
i lie extension room is tdat where dinner 
or supper is served in the best style, and 
gratuitously, to any of the patrons of the 
uouse. The other rooms are all private, 
and contain faro tables for private parties 
of gay and festive amateur gamblers. 

Strolling in that vicinity about 10 o'clock 
it night, it is very easy to find the place, 
and the doors are invitingly left wide open, 
sauntering into the left-hand parlor, an 
experienced gambler, who has followed his 
profession iu Saratoga for over twenty 
years, meets you with a bland welcome. 
There is nothing of the "flash" man about 
I his worthy personage. He is about fifty 
\ears old, tall, with sparse Jfttiy hair stand- 
ing on end in a state of rampant respecta- 
bility. He looks like a country farmer, 
who, as the deacon of the village church, 
Oafon to his neighbors au edifying example 
• i goodness and grace. 

I ii is experienced professional unites to 
.is suave courtesy a charming and sordid 
frankness that is most remarkable. He de- 
clares with the most winning mMMMtaajO, 
i hat "Saratoga is only a resort of gamblers 
aud abandoned women." He confesses 
tiiat the roulette table is so arranged as to 
-ttve gicat.-r chances to the bank than those 
>t Baden-Baden or Hamburg. He thinks 
any player who may win v. little and does 
not then stop and pocket his winning, a 
fool. He admires the wisdom of those who 
stop play at the high tide of good luck, and 
-:•» away leaving the bank a sufferer by their 
visit. 

Is be not afraid that legal measures will 
he taken againsl this establishment or "Mi. 
Morrissey's?" Not at all. He laughs in a 
mildly aimable manner at the absurdity of 
the idea. 

He declares that the play has not been as 
good this year as usual — that the burning 
of the United States Hotel has kept away 
many very rich people who were last sea- 
son his most valuable patrons. This sum- 
mer Saratoga, he add;-, is frequented bj' 
middle-class people, who come heretodrink 
Um water and not spend money— -evidently 
intimating that they take a sadly mistaken 
view of their duty, and of the objects aud 
amusements of a fashionable watering- 
place. 

Bad Tidings from Nevada. 

A correspondent of the Boston Daily Ad- 
vertiser, who, from the gloomy tone of his 
letter, must be one of the victims, writes 
l torn Reese River District, Nevada, a abo ek- 
ing account of the manner in which Eas- 
tern capitalists are swindled out of their 
money in Nevada. He says: 

"It is perfectly surprising to observe the 
!•■ cklessness with which investments in sil- 
ver mining property have been made at the 
blast. Prudent, sagacious and experienced 
pel sons, who would not pay $10,000 for a 
country house, or $500 for a horse, without 
careful consideration aud examination, ap- 
propriate much larger sums to the purchase 
•f mining interests, merely upon the rep- 
resentations of the sellers. Ibis has been 

• lone, and will be again. Of course, when 
capitalists are so ready to part with their 
money, swindling transactions will be fre- 
quent. Some purchasers that I have heard 
of will never be able to find their property 
at all. Others have paid very large sums 
for what could be purchased here for very 
small sums. A leading citizen of this place 
remarked t J me, 'I do not see why Eastern 
gentlemen who have surplus funds will in- 
vest them in our mines, while there are 
f iro banks at home.' 

"This is an extravagance, but it is, after 
all, not altogether inapplicable to those who 

• liiiertaketo realize pro tils here, without 
taking the ordinary business precautions. 
No investments require more care thau 
i bene. In the lirst place, the distance hith- 
er is very great, aud there is a different 
standard of commercial honor from that 
which prevails at the East. This is a rough 
country, and those who live in it think that 
tbey deserve something at the hands of 
those who enjoy a more luxurious mode of 
life. I do not know that any sharper bar- 
gains are made here thau are made in Mas- 
sachusetts. But in Massachusetts sharp 
bargains are not justified or vindicated; 
they injure reputation; they will not bear 
public discussion, and the man who makes 
them is properly avoided. I think it is not 
too much to say that in ihe best business 
circles that bargain only ia recognized as 
fully fair which is fair to both parties. 
Here it is different. I do not find that it 
shocks the general sense of honesty or hon- 
or one to make a bargain which transfers 
his neighbor's fortune to himself. It is not 
regarded as a swindle to ask and receive 
five or six times the value of property, if 
no lies are told concerning it. The logical 
caveat empter is here the cardinal rule of 
law and society. Let tue buyer look out 
for 'himself.' "

It was my good and bad fortune to meet 
Jesse D. Bright when on one of the Ohio 
river steamboats, a few days ago, or rather 
to witness his meeting with a lady friend 
of bis of the same persuasion. Good luck, 
because a plain lesson to me that "the way 
of the transgressor is hard," bad luck be- 
cause it roused my indignation to hear them 
pour their woes iuto each others' ears. The 
meeting between them was the first iu ten 
years, and after the first greeting, was lu- 
dicrous in the extreme. The lady, it seems, 
lived in Kentucky, and upon several occa- 
sions the troops, both white and colored, 
were encamped near her residence, Know- 
ing her to be disloyal, tbey helped them- 
selves to whatever her farm afforded, al- 
ways, however, respecting the house and its 
inmates. Upon one occasion, her dander 
"riz" and she threatened b> shoot the sol- 
diers if they did not ceaseastealiug her cher- 
ries. She allowed, however, that the com- 
manding officer had continually protected 
her and her property, "but," said she "Mr. 
Bright, my negroes all left me, and I shall 
hold the Govern ineut responsible for the 
deadly wrong it has done me. I can never 
forget nor forgive what we have suffered— 
mychildien may, but God forgive me if I 
am so untrue to the dead soldiers as to leel 
one iota less bitter toward the North than 
I do." 

"To you, madam, and all other ladies v ho 
have upheld the cause of the suffering 
South," sai l Mr. Bright, "a reward will 
come. Your cause is over for the present" — 

"Yes, but God graut that the day may 
come, Mr. Bright, when the people, spring"- 
ing up brighter than ever, will show the 
world that tyranny never has and never 
will subdue us." 

Jesse condided with her and she with 
him; cursed the Government for all their 
sufferings, and prayed for the time to come 
when they and their friends might show the 
world how nobly they would drive the team 
it the reins were in their hands, until they 
they reached Carrollton, where Jesse de- 
parted, feeling sat* tied that upou the throne 
at one woman's heart he had planted him- 
self as a martyr greater thau even Stephen 
of the olden time. 

Upon every side I beard sentiments ex- 
pressed like the foregoing, a bitter determi- 
nation to hate, accompanied by a hope of 
revenge. I asked one lady if such were the 
feelings of the fathers, brothers and bus 
bands. She said they were, and what else 
could I expect; she could see no future for 
her children, no happiness for them under 
■ Government so unjust. She could allow 
ihe first shot upon Fort Sumpter was a 
great mistake; they should have waited for 
compensated emancipation, but under no 
circumstances, was the Government excu- 
sable for depriving them of their property. 

Stories of starvation of their men in our 
Northern prisons were told with great gus- 
to; and although the Audersonville outrages 
were allowed to be very horrible, yet the 
horror was softened hy a wish that the 
story on both sides might be known, fol- 
lowed by a sigh that such a thing would 
not be allowed. 

The lady conversing with Mr. Bright, 
Wtm the wife of an ex member of Congress, 
a womau of influence.

Crime by 

The readers of Hawthorne will remember 
the fan.-iful idea of the author iu the 

House of Seven Gables," whereby young 
Maiile, the carpenter, holds a malign mag- 
netic influence over the beautiful Alice 
I'yiicheon. A similar case in real life has 
occurred in France lately, if the statement 
ot a correspondent oftho Loudon Times 
may be believed : 

An extraordinary and, I believe, unpre- 
cedented case has just been tried at the As- 
size Court of the Yar. A young man of 
twenty .foor, named Castellan, presented 
nimself at the house ot a respectable farm- 
er named Hughes, and pretending to be 
deaf aud dumb, obtained supper and a 
night's lodging. In the morning be per- 
suaded the farmer's daughter, a modest girl 
of twenty-six, to run away with him, aud 
Ihe indictment alleged that he obtained an 
irresistable iullueuce over her entirely by 
means of magnetism. The moment she 
fffiim to her senses she was filled with re- 
morse, but wheuever he magnetized her 
she was a mere instrument iu his bauds, 
and submitted to whatever he told her. 
Three doctors of Toulon gave their opinion 
in accordance with thai of Dr. Tardie, of 
Baris, aud many other medical men of the 
highest reputation, that it is possible, by 
means of what is called magnetism, to ob- 
tain such influence over a young girl as 
completely to annihilate her will. Castel- 
lan boasted of his magnetic power while 
standing at the bar, aud offered to magne- 
tize the presiding judge. He actually trted 
to magnetize the Procureur Imperial, and 
n ightened him so much that he angrily or- 
dered the prisoner to lower his eyes. Being 
found guilty by the jury, he was sentenced 
to twelve years' imprisonment, with hard 
labor. 

A Specimen of Liberty in l r .m e. 

An American in Paris tells the following: 
"I witnessed, a few days ago, a scene show- 
ing the watchfulness of the police, here, to 
the end of nipping in the bud any demon- 
stration of sympathy with anything good 
that does not emanate from the Govern- 
ment. A lady, whose name I canuot now 
recall, but who was the head of the institu- 
tions for giving useful professional educa- 
tions to young girls, died. Her funeral 
was attended by an immense concourse of 
people, at the Chapel Taitbout. M. Jules 
Simon, and several of the great liberals 
who are so earnest in their advocacy of the 
cause of education, were present. The fu- 
neral train moved away slowly, the inten- 
tion being to convey the body to the rail- 
road statiou, for burial in a town some dis- 
tance from Paris. The greater number of 
the persons who followed were on foot, 
when, upon reaching the Ruu de Rivoli, 
near the Place de la Concorde, the police 

. formed the persons in the procession that, 
as the body was not to be buried iu Paris, 
no funeral honors could be permitted it— a 
law to that effect having been passed, to 
prevent liberal demonstrations. Those who 
could, took possession of all the carriages 
at the various stands in the vicinity, and 
hearse and carriages, by express order, 
dashed off at full gallop to the statiou. 
Upon arriving theie, watch and ward was 
kept upon the assembly; hurried speeches 
iu tiie court-yard of the statiou were listen- 
ed to by the officials, and the place cleared 
as soon as possible. It was a sad sight — a 
sad commentary upon Europeau civiliza- 
tion iu the nineteenth century." 



The Conventions or thk Political 
Mud-Turtles. — The New York Evening 
Post, in speaking of the recent Democratic 
Conventions of Ohio aud Pennsylvania, 
thus refers to the incapacity of tbeir leaders 
to learn anythiog^from the course of events:

Weather aud Crops. 

! Forth* I nut i. Pieas.] 
South Unioh, Ky., Sept. 1, 1865. 
Eds. Pkisk: I have just been perusing 
tbe American Agriculturist, and find the 
seasons have been remarkably favorable in 
the east, especially in small grain. Corn 
looks nattering. The reports from the 
wheat crop in tbe west bas not been 
so favors I'll-. Our wheat, as an exception, 
was very good, which was attributed to the 
use of the wheat drill.

Chicago Board of Trade -Speech of Judge 
llarbeson. 

11m OUmmjki papers of Thursday contain 
a report of the inaugural ceremonies of the 
new Board of Trade building in that city. 
Delegations were present from all the lead- 
ing cities in the North and West. Judge 
Harbesou, from this city, in behalf of the 
delegation from here, made a neat speech, 
aa follows : 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Board of Trade : Asa representative here, 
I take pleasure in expressing to you the 
congratulations aud kindly feelings of the 
people of Kentucky, especially of the city 
of Louisville, from which f come. Wo are 
proud to meet you and are warranted in the 
■Wiling by the geniiil sympathy and cordial 
welcome with which you have received us. 
We are instructed to congratulate you upon 
the return to peace of America; upon our 
rescue from the struggle of civil war, and 
the salvation of the endangered liberty of 
our country, aud we thank the God of 
Heaven that in his omnipotence he has 
saved us and preserved us that we may 
meet on thi j occasion to bind a new tie 
rrmum! the I'nion, drawing it together 
with commercial b inds which shall BOVOI 
I u - vered. In the late struggle, a few of 
our benighted sons went>stray,but the bodv 
politic was true to the National flag, and 
will remain so so long as she has an arm to 
strike or a voice to raise iu its favor. To 
you, citizens of Chicago, we have met from 
your hands that kindness which we knew 
mm would receive. You are a great people. 
:iud destiued to become far greater. It has 
been said that Paris was France; St. Peters 
burg, Russia; LOMatoo, England; but uutil 
now America could be said to have no cit\ 
in which might be said to center the ener- 
gies of her people — that city must be Chi- 
cago, for here are the industry, the prosper 
ity, the wealth and infinite resources of the 
country centered.

Fatal Affray— Man Killed. 

I <n Friday evening between five and six 
< i l l' -i k, a difficulty occurred in a saloon on 
Broadway, kept by Ben McMurtry, be- 
tween Wm. Cook and Green Story, both 
citizeus of this place, which resulted in the 
shooting of the latter by the former, caus- 
ing his death on the following morning. It 
MOaaW, troin the evidence adduced before 
the examining com t. that the parties were 
seated in the back room ot the saloon, and 
upon some remark by Story in reference to 
a former shooting affair at the Pbccnix Ho- 
tel, iu this city, Cook, who is, or has been, 
a Government detective, remarked that he 
could now arrest Story, if he wished, for 
that scrape. Story defied him todoso, and 
some further words followed, when both 
parties urose froiu the table, and pistols 
were drawn about the same time. Cook 
fired twice at Stor\ , who was retreating, 
meanwhile, into the front room, and who 
fired irom there through the partition be- 
tween the rooms. Cook then came to the 
door and fired again, when Story ex- 
claimed: " t t uit firing, I am shot," or words 
of that import. Cook was brought before 
hi* BOBsSr S. S. Goodloe on Saturday for ex- 
amination, but the case was continued 
uutil Monday, when the foregoing facts 
were elicited. 

Cook was held to bail in the sum of five 
hundred Dollars.— Lex. Unionist.

Washington, Sept. 1.— The trial of Cap- 
tain Wirtz was resumed to-day, and wit- 
nesses were examined as to the condi- 
tion and cruel treatment of the prisoners at 
Andersonville. 

Mr. Allen testitied that he, for a time, 
was |a the Confederate service at An- 
dersonville, and he was guard there. 
He knew Capt. Wirtz was commander of 
the prison. He had seen men in stocks and 
in chains; one man died in the stocks; he 
was thus punished for attempting to escape. 
On one occasion a prisoner stepped out of 
the ranks to ask Wirtz to transfer him to 
another mess. Wirtz ordered him back, 
cursing him and using other hard language. 
He also test ■ tied to hounds being used to 
catch escaping prisoners. He had never 
seen prisoners sho*, or yet did he ever 
receive orders to that effect. 

Captain J. Heath, who had been on duty 
in Andersonville prison in the Confederate 
service, testitied that iu August, 1*0 ». Wirtz 
sent thirteen men to him to be ironed.

Kinir^ton, Jamaica, correspondent says: 
Tii.- headway which the revnlulionista are 
inakiuK in Hayti ha« been deemed by Pres- 
ident (ieflraid sufficiently alarming to in- 
duce him to make preparations for escape 
from his country. A mail steamer has, 
therefore, been chartered at KincM"n to 
proceed to Port-au-Priuce and there remain 
till the time arrives for him to seek safety 
in Might, or till the danger of such an event 

ilA* passe. I. 

< »v. inji to the severe drouth of the present 
summer in the Islands of Jamaica, the 
heavy taxes, and other causes, the negro la- 
ls>rers there have been reduced to the most 
abject poverty aud great suffering, and 
thousands of them are on the verge of star- 
vation. They blame the Governor and bis 
officers as the cause of their afflictions, and 
so strong and bitter is their feeling against 
the local government that an outbreak on 
their part is feared in the western part of 
the island, in consequence of which two 
gunl>oats have been dispatched to that lo- 
cal it v. 

The Herald's Santiago correspondent 
says, that, notwithstanding the havoc and 
spoliations of the Spaniards during their 
invasion of San Domingo, the crops are now- 
coming lorward winch now promise ample 
subsistence for the inhabitants, and that 
the sacrifices which the war has compiled 
the people to endure have made them more 
united and determined to maintain their 
independence. This latter statement is 
hardlv borueout by reports which we have 
already published of threatened hostilities 
l>etweeu two native chiefs, tieus. 1'iuieutai 
and t'abrel. 

It is said that the Spaniards stole and de- 
stroyed large quantities of tine goods — 
principally the property of American mer- 
chants — which had been stored at different 
places, and now Gen. Gaudora, the Span- 
ish commander, having withdrawn his 
troops from the interior, has blockaded the 
principal ports of the Republic, because 
the Dominican Goverumeut will not sub- 
mit to his haughty aud unreasonable de- 
mands in the pea«-e treaty, thus preventing 
the ex|sjrtation of large stocks of tobacco 
belonging to Americans, as well as Europe- 
ans. To offset this blockade, the Domini- 
cans have determined to commission pri- 
vateers to prey u|K)n Spanish commerce, 
and an agent, authorized to issue letters of 
marque, has already left for the United 
States aud Kurope. 

The Herald's Richmond correspondent 
savs: The order lor revoking the pardon of 
Mr. I »udley, President of the York River 
railroad, emanated from President John- 
sou himself, in consequence of Dudley's 
having, subsequent to receiving Executive 
clemency, indulged in strongly disloyal 
language. 

It is said that certain Virginia banks 
have been receiving rebel money up to the 
present time in liquidation of liabilities due 
them. 

The Herald's Fortress Monroe correspon- 
dent says the military authority has just 
bad a corversation with Jeff. Davis, where- 
in the latter, amongst other things he had 
to soy, disclaimed any acquaintance with 
the notorious ('apt. Wirtz, or knowledge of 
the inhuman treatment to which our pris- 
oners at Andeisonville were subjected. Ex- 
cept General Miles aud officers on guard 
duty, no officer has had any conversation 
witli Jeff. Itnvis, or been allowed to visit 
him. ( >ue ol President Johnson's sons had a 
long interview with him a few days since, 
and be is itie only civilian to whom this 
privilege has been accorded, and this con- 
versation was limited to general inquiries 
as to his health and how prison life agreed 
with him. 

Th-- Herald s Washington special says: 
It is understood that Wirtz to-day (31st ult.; 
placed in the bands of his counsel volu- 
minous documentary evidence to prove 
Hist, in establishing the dead line within 
the Andersonvillc prison yard, aud shoot- 
ing prisoners who crossed "it. he, in the first 
instance, acted under the direct orders of 
General Winder, and more latterly by the 
emphatic orders of J. A. Seddon, the rebel 
Secretary of War. The commission now 
trying W irtz decided to reject the testimony 
• Sergeant Boston Corbett, which appeared 
in the re<*>rd of the court two days this 
week, on the grounds that he is a monoma- 
niac upon the subject of the Andersonville 
cruellies. 

The records of the Andersonville prison, 
captured by General Wilson, are missiug. 
One of the clerks of the Quartermaster's 
Department, who accompanied the expedi- 
tion, and in whose hands the records were 
last seen, has been placed upder arrest by 
the military authorities, until he can give 
a satisfactory account of the disposition he 
made of them. It is thought by some that 
the records were stolen, instead of lieing 
lost, for the purpose of preventing them 
l>eing used as e\ ideuce against Wirtz. 

Mr. Kennedy, late ot the Census Bureau, 
is conditionally offered the Presidency of 
the United States Telegraph Company, at 
:t salary of five thousand dollars per annum. 

The Times' Washington special says: 
Both the President and Secretary of War 
are decidedly in favor of a trial by civil 
oourt and at the earliest practicable moment 
of Jeff. Davis. The cbiel difficulty has 
been to find a proper tribunal. The Presi- 
dent looks with favor upon Knoxille, Ten- 
nessee, where Davis committed the overt 
act of treason by inciting insurrection in a 
speech to his army. In rase he is tried be- 
fore Chief Justice Chase, Norfolk, Va., will 
be selected. This is what Davis' friends 
desire. 

The statement that the Grand Jury of this 
di-tri -t found a bill against Davis for con- 
structive treason does injustice to the intel- 
ligence of the jury and legal mind that 
drew the bill. The indictment was for 
overt act. It may be further said that 
wherever and whenever the trial <!<** take 
place, «ieneral Butler, in conjunction with 
the Attorney (ieneral, will take a promi- 
nent part as public prosecutor. The whole 
matter has l>eeu under consideration at the 
recent Cabinet meeting where the question 
of the mode and place was ho far decided as 
to render the trial an event near at hand.

Slavery in Kentuckt— In the Audit- 
or's Report for 1864, recently published, oc- 
curs the following statement : " In estimat- 
ing the receipts into the tiessury for the 
year 1865, the supposed value of slaves was 
omitted, from the fact that it was impossi- 
ble to ssy whether they would be assessed 
at snv sum. The assessors' books from 
seventy-nine counties hsve already been 
received for the year 1865, and in these 
counties so returned the number of slaves 
s.iO, valued at $5,726,209, an average 



value per head of $45 60. In some of 
counties no value is made at alL"
